NO MEAN WORK. 


‘Recent Exhibition of the Canvases of 
Paul Kane, Paul Peel, Cornelius 
Kreighoff, Otto Jacobi and Others,. 
Proves a Revelation to Modern 

| Painters—Love of Art Has Shown 

~ Remarkable Growth.

ood many people who argue that 
‘Canada has never done enough in the 
tway of picture-making to be worth 
lwhile talking about. This may be 
due to the fact that for a good many 
tyears, and until the beginning of this 
wentury at least, most exhibitions in 
Canada were particularly dull affairs. 
‘There has been a very marked im- 
jprovement during the past few years. 
|As was said by Sir Edmund Walker, a 
‘few months ago, there are more Cana- 
dian painters to-day under thirty-five 
‘years of age, doing work fit to be ex- 

ibited at the Royal Academy, than 
ial) the painters that lived in Canada 
forty or fifty years ago. 

Nevertheless, from fifty years ago 
mp till the end of the nineteenth cen- 
‘tury, there were in Canada at least 
eight or ten painters, whose work is 
womewhat startling when gathered in- 
to one collection, as has been done 
recently at the Art Museum in Toron- 
to. In that collection of hundreds of 
pictures there was not one by any 
painter now living. The works were 
collected from scores of private own- 
ers in Canada; from men who years 
ago began to take an interest in pure- 
ly Canadian pictures—some of them 

uring the lifetime of the painter, 
which is rather unusual. In all prob- 
ability no exhibition of such an in- 
congruous lot of paintings could have 
‘been made when the painters of them 
were living. That they are a!l dead 
excuses many of them from the criti- 
«ism they would surely have got while 
alive. 

But the fact that the exhibition was 
one of dead painters’ works by no 
means explains the extraordinary in- 
terest taken in many of the canvases 
at the Art Museum. The collection 
contains some pictures that ought 
not only to interest the general pub- 
‘lic, but to stimulate the flagging ener- 
ee of some of our modern painters.

THE REAL WILDS. ; 


British Columbia Mountains Are Gen- 


uine Primeval Nature. 

The wonderful ppper valley of the 
Fraser River in tish Columb a is 
ee, described by Frederic 
A. Talbot in The World’s Work: We 
quéte séétions of this well-to'd sto y 
of “Life on the Trail in the Rockies.” 

The Fraser River was picked up at 
the point where its headwaters are 
swelled by the outfall from Yellow- 
head Lake, and thence onward it was 
our companion for over four hundred 
miles, This, the second largest river 
in British Columbia, has an evi. re 
putation from source to estuary, wita 
its narrow canyons through which the 
water tonunders like a mill-race, acd 
which either completely defy noviga- 
tion, or render it extremely hazard- 
ous. it was aiready boiling and bub- 
bling, tumultuousiy when we s.ruck 
it, as it writhed and twisted its tor- 
wueus Way tnrough the narrow valley 
hemmed in by two parallel towering 
mouutain ridges. After cross.ng the 
Pass the land falls gently to the west- 
ern end of Yellowhead Lake, but from 
that point it drops very sharply for 
a considerable distance, and it is th’s 
declivity which causes the Fraser to 
rush along so viciously. It swerv.s 
round hairpin corners with fierce yvo- 
locity, the rapids are treacherous, 
while the whirlpools and eddies a:e 
like boiling pots. 

And the trail is every whit as bad 
as the waterway. 

You look ahead and it is like peer- 
ing through a narrow wedge-shaped 
fissure or: passage. It is just the 
same when you look behind. On 
either hand rises the eternal.y snow- 
capped serrated ridge to a heig.it of 
7,000 feet or so. The river/simp y 
threads its way through a afep c.etl 
driven into the mountain range. Th» 
flanks of these sombre wal.s have 
been swept extensively time and a:ain 
by fire, and in their gaunt naked 1ess 
exercise a most depressing ¢ffect, 
eveh under the most congenial atmo- 
pheric conditions. The only time 
when they do assume an individuil 
beauty is at eventide, when the slant- 
ing rays of the setting sun strike 
rock, forest, and snow, produc ng 
those remarkable sunset effects and 
strange blazes of color for which the 
Rockies are so famous, and which 
change with startling suddenness 
every minute, until the sun _ has 
dipped below the ridge. Not a sound 
is heard beyond the tumbling of the 
river, or the dull reverberating thud, 
thud, and roli of a iandsiide or ava- 
lanche. Even the ‘birds, and they 
are few and far between, are mute, 
save perhaps now and again when 
you hear the hollow mocking croak ot 
the raven, or the eerie screech of an 
eagle. 

ere and there the fissure-va loy 
opens out to a width of a mile or so, 
and then the river spreads out, form- 
ing a lake.

been ravaged by tire, stretching down 
unbrokenly from the timberline to the 
water’s edge. At places the prevail- 
ing expanse of green is torn by an 
ugly jagged wound, the resu't of a 
shiver on the mountain which let 
loose a few thousand tons of rock, and 
sent them, sweeping everything be- 
fore them, hurtling into the lake be- 
low. This is one of the freaks of 
nature which occasion the railway en- 
gineer considerab!e anxiety, and he 
will exercise no end of ingenuity in 
avoiding such capricious outbursts. 

Taken on the whole, this stretch of 
country offers but little attract’ona to 
agriculture in any form. The dense 
woodlands will attract the lumberjack, 
for there are some excellent stretches 
of big timber. Mining may also de- 
velop upon an extensive scae, but 
investigations have not yet betrayed 
many indications of mineral wealth. 
In this direction, however, it is but 
fair to state that the country has only 
been indifferently scratched by un- 
scientific prospectors who have not 
wandered far from the trail. No one 
can say what exists among the moun- 
tains on either side, and no one will 
have the pluck to penetrate their 
fastnesses until the iron road com- 
munication is in close proximity. 

The fact is that the country is too 
broken to permit of extensive inva- 
sion. The trail exists more in fancy 
than in the concrete. For a decade 
or more it has been a forgotten path- 
way, and has become littered with 
the huge trunks of many a timber 
giant, who has come to an unt!mély 
end through fire, and has reeled or 
collapsed across the badly distin- 
guishable path. Then again, the trail 
wanders up and down in an appar- 
ently aimiess manner. Now you are 
crawling cautiously along the side of 
a high ridge. The highway is no 
more than a narrow ledge, which falls 
down abruptly for a hundred or.two 
feet. If your horse slips, or makes 
a false step, you can confident!y ex- 
pect a meteoric flight. You have to 
exercise constant vigilance so as to be 
able to cast off from your ship of the 
bush at an instant’s notice. The sal- 
est plan is to walk.

SEATS EASILY LOST. THE COMING 


Great Britain te Strict With Her 
Legislators. 


To gain a seat in the British House 
of Commons is no easy task in these 
days of strenuously-contested elec- 
tions; to lose one is a fart simpler 
matter.

@enerous canvasser to a wavering 

| elector. a promise of employment, 90 
omission in the return of election ex- 
| penises, or the issue of a poster with- 
| out the name and addrese of the 
| printer asd publisher, are a few of. 
| fences, among many, fraught with 
grave consequences to the triumphant 
member. Recent election petitions 
have shown the truth of this. 

If personally responsible for cor- 
rupt practices, the unhappy  candi- 
date, on conviction, is incapacitated 
for election to any constituency for 
seven years, and hie late election is 
rendered void. Whether the candi- 
date be- personally responsible, or 
responsible only through his agents, 
a conviction of illegal practices usu- 
ally carries with it the latter penalty, 
and the unseated member has before 
| him the option of retiring from public 
lite for a season or of once more fae- 
ing the music of another contest. 

It must be borne in mind, too, that 
a candidate is, with certain excep- 
tions, liable for the illegal practices 

of all persons who may, on the trial 
of the election petition, be held to be 
his agents. 

It is possible, however, to have to 
vacate a seat in the House under 
happier ‘circumstances than these. 
For example, a writ may be issued 
summoning a member to the House 
of Lords; and, as peers of Parliament 
and peers of the realm—with. the 
| exception of Irish peers, not included 
| in the twenty-eight representatives of 
| Great Britain—are ineligible. for a 
| seat in the Commons, the newly-born 

eer retires to his rest with blushing 
onors thick upon him, and leaves 
to some othé@r aspirant for Parlia- 
mentary horiors the fierce turmoil of 
another contest.

A few 
rofit there are acceptance 
of which does not entail the vacation 
of a seat in the Commons, among 
them being those of Financial Secre. 
tary to the Wer Office, Governor of 
the Bank of England, and the office 
of Paymaster-General. A further ex 
emption has been made which pro. 
vides that a member may accept other 
offices in succession to the one for 
which he sought re-election without 
vacating his seat.

Prof. George J. Blewett Has Found 
Fame Abroad. 


the Taylor Foundation at Yale, is a 
recognized force in the worid of let- 
ters though» little known in Toronto 
outside of academie circles. He has 
not. any decided talent for preaching, 
and is not fond of public appearances 
of any kind. He ‘ens a life given 
over to books and meditation, and ex- 
cept for thick-crowding fancies might 
fittingly be described as a lonely man, 
fulfilling the old ideal of the ascetic 
philosopher. For his years there ia 
not a more widely read student nor 
a greater master Of English prose style 
in Canada. 

Dr. Blewett was born in St. Thomas 
in 1873, and comes of an old Cornish 
family. From his infancy he was 
scarcely ever seen without a book in 
his hand. He matriculated in 1890, 
but after spending over two years at 
the University of Toronto was oblig- 
ed, on account of ill-health, to go 
west, where he engaged in Methodist 
mission work in 
ts. Returning to Victoria College, 

€ proceeded with his course, and was 
graduated with high honors in the de- 
partment of philosophy in 1897. He 
spent the next two years in Toronta 
in st-graduate work in his chosen 
| subject. Following this, he pursued 
his studies in Germany and at Har- 
vard University. At the latter in- 
stitution he was showered with honors 
| and received a fellowship for a Year 
at Oxford and Berlin. 

Dr. Blewett was appointed in the 
autumn of 1901 professor of philosophy 
in Wesley College, Winnipeg. After 
serving there with great acceptance 
for five years he was called to Vic- 
toria College, and since coming to 
| Toronto has receivéd tétiipting offers 
to assume professorships in the Unit- 
| ed States. 
Prof. Blewett published in 1907 a 
| large volume of philosophical essays 
entitled “‘The Study of Nature and 
| the Vision of God.” This book was 
| received with cordial praise not only 
by the daily press, but by such learn- 
|ed publications as The London Quar- 
| terly Review, The Expository Times, 
| The London Spectator, The Philosoph- 
| ical Review, The Revue de Meta- 

hysique et de Morale of Paris, and 
|The Review of Theology and Philoso- 
phy of Edinburgh.

Let Us Be Thankful 


The provincial treasuries in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
are safe for another year, The 
legislators have gone home. In 
each province much necessary 
legislation has been enacted 
and the usual amount of time 
wasted. Asarule the opposi- 
tion has opposed the govern- 
ment, and the government has 
opposed the opposition. But 
when it comes to tapping the 
treasury for their own benefit 
there is no difference of opinion, 
Like patriotic statesmen. tried 
true, they stand shoulder to 
shoulder and magnanimously 
dip their hands into the people’s 
money. In Saskatchewan the 
legislators were modest. They 
tacked only an extra $100 to 
their salaries. The. Sask- 
atchewan men evidently do not 
fully appreciate the value of 
their services. They should 
take a tip from Manitoba. Last 
summer the people of Manitoba 
elected forty-one men to make 
their laws for them for five 
years at an annual salary of 
$1,000. The very first session 
these public servants put their 
heads together and ‘voted them 
selves each $500 additional 
salary. Itis difficult to under- 
stand just how they arrived at 
their worth to the province. 
Are their services. worth fffty 
per cent, more now than they 
were last summer? Why did 
they not vote themselves $15,- 
000 each while they were at it? 
They’could have done it just as 
easily. The people couldn't 
stop them. If an additional 
argument is necessary to con- 
vince the people of the West of 
the necessity cf having the 
Initiative, the Referendum and 
the Recall upon the statute 
books, surely the action of their 
legislators in legally plundering 
the provincial treasury to bene- 
fit their own pockets issufficient. 
When it comes to increasing 
salaries, both parties are always 
unanimous. This isan indica- 
tion of how much fundamental 
difference there is between the 
two parties. If the Initiative 
and Referendum were in force 
the people could fix the salaries 
of the legislators permanently. 
It is hardly a business proposi- 
tion to hirea man for five 
year's at a fixed salary aud then 
give him permission to raise his 
salary whenever he likes.

In the morning sift half a pint of flour 
upon the foaming surface and beat it in 
hard with a wooden spoon, The result 
should be a soft dough, rather than 
batter, Let this rise for half an hour, 
or until it nearly doubles in bulk, and 
pour into the muffin rings. These should 
be well greased and arranged in order 
upon the hot griddie'on the top of the 
range. Much depends upon the heat of 
griddle and range. 

A soapstone griddle needs né greas- 
ing. If you use an iron griddle, be sure 
to grease it evenly and well. 

In ten minutes slip a. cake-turner 
under the muffins and invert them dex- 
terously, When both sides are done run 
a knife blade around the inside of each 
ring and turn out the muffins. Split 
while hot, butter and send to table at 
once. 

They are best when eaten fresh. Yet 
the English rarely do this. Nor do we 
who buy the muffins from the baker 
who fills with us the place of the muffin 
man, Muffins are no longer peddled from 
door to door or eried in the streets, 
“well swathed in flannel to retain the 
heat.” 

The modern Englishwoman likes them 
as well when warmed over by toasting 
the inside of the split cake, Which 
splitting, by the way, must be done by 
tearing apart the halves after running 
a knife around the outer edge. 


English Crumpets 


Stir into three gills of blood-warm 
Water a tablespoonful of melted butter 
and a half teaspoonful each of sugar 
and salt. Lastly, break a quarter of a 
yeast cake into bits and crumble it into 
the mixture. 

Have ready a half-pint 
sifted flour and heat into this with a 
wooden spoon. It should make a very 
stiff batter. Add more flour gradually 


if it is not stiff at first. Have at hand 
@ scant cupful of warm (not hot) milk 
and add to the batter (or dough) slowly, 
beating steadily until the batter is just

should keep up the beating for at least 

five minutes, Let it rise four hours, 
Grease your muffin rings; arrange 


them upon a heated and greased griddle, 
and when they are quite warm pour the 
batter into; them until they are half

English Bread Crumpets 

These are always made on baking 
day. 

Take out a pint of dough which has 
risen all night and is ready to be 
wrought into loaves. Put into a mixing 
bowl and burrow a hole in the middle 
about halfway to the bottom of the 
mass, Have two eggs beaten very light 
and with a wooden spoon work them 
ints the dough. 

When they have yellowed the dough 
all through, begin to beat In lukewarm 
milk until you have a batter a little 
thicker than that of griddle cakes. Mix 
and stir hard for a minute, cover and 
leave to rise for an hour. 


Pour by the ladleful upon a hot 
griddle; turn when the jower side is 
done. Butter while they are amoking 


hot and serve. 

They are lighter than the stiffer 
muffin and not so tough. To my taste, 
they are more palatable. 


American Muffins 


Which are—the English being judges< 
to be classed as “‘scones,”’ and in Lan 
cashire as ‘lard cakes.” 

They are, with a few exceptions, 
quick breads, owing their buoyaney and 
teyderness to the eggs and butter they 
contain. 

Here is one of the best of the tribe: 

Rice Muffins 


Cream tcgether two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, or one of butter and one of lard, 
with a scant tablespoonful of sugar. 
Beat three eggs light and add to the 
creamed shortening and sugar. Now 
stir in a quart of milk (lukewarm) ana 
a pint of flour, sifte. three times with 
@ teaspoonful of baking powder. Next 
beat in a teaspoonful of salt, and when 
you have a thin, smooth batter a cupful 
of cold boiled rice. Beat for two min- 
utes; turn into greased pate pans and 
bake in a quick oven. Keep covered 
for five minutes, then brown tightly. 

Serve whole and at once, They will 
be sweet, tender and delicious. Break 


apart and butter when you begin to eat 
them. With hon or powdered sugar 
they make a nice dessert for luncheon. 


Hominy Muffins 


are yet more toothsome than rice. 
Work into two cups of fine hominy,
